Latino men fall behind women 
in higher education, study says

Male students from minority back- 
grounds are disappearing from college 
campuses and becoming increasingly 


less likely to complete their college 
education, according to a recent study 
by the Pew Hispanic Research Center. 

In 2011, the National Conference of 
State Legislatures found that only 19 
percent of Latino adults have a college 
degree in the U.S., compared to 42 per- 
cent of white and 26 percent of black 
adults. 

A 2013 University of California, 


Los Angeles study also found that 62.9 
percent of Latino students enrolled in 
college campuses are female, and the 
gender gap is continuing to grow. 

“The universities have not made an 
effort to also keep, retain and recruit 
Latino males,” said Victor Rodriguez, 
a professor in the Chicano and Latino 
studies department at Cal State Long 
Beach. “Part of the reason is that no- 
body has said anything about it. No- 
body has really highlighted that this is 
an issue.” 

Rodriguez said that Latino males 
are falling behind not only because of 


economic reasons, but also because of 
cultural and sociological reasons. 

“When Latino males are racialized, 
they develop an oppositional identity, 
which means they consider the good 
students to be the white students,” Ro- 
driguez said. “They do not want to be 
seen as whitewashed by their peers and 
as a result, stop pursuing higher educa- 
tion.” 

Male Latino students are at a disad- 
vantage from an early age, Rodriguez 
said, because they usually come from 
impoverished neighborhoods, poorly 
funded schools and are rarely encour- 


aged to seek a higher education after 
graduation. 

Strong gender roles also make it 
easier for Latino men to be pushed 
into provider roles for their families, 
whereas Latino women are encour- 
aged by their families to seek higher 
education as it is an accepted role for 
females, Rodriguez said. 

“There is a lot of pressure for older 
men or boys to go into labor at an early 
age” said Jose Felix Cruz, a Latino 
student at CSULB. “You start working

The Cal State Long Beach theatre 
arts department is working to make its 
spring performances a little more epic.

District Superintendent John Deasy 
will retain his post until 2016. While 
some locals support the Los Angeles 
Unified School District’s decision to 
keep Deasy, others disagree.

Use of blackface should never be tolerated in modern society 


As many people put together creative costumes 
for Halloween festivities, the controversy of 
blackface continues to rear its ugly caricaturized 
head and set cultural relations back. 

Some Americans feel that tanning or changing 
one’s skin tone to look more like a movie charac- 
ter in a non-satirical way would be acceptable for 
Halloween. They fail to understand, however, the 
cultural underpinnings and history of blackface. 

“Dancing with the Stars” contestant Julianne 
Hough recently appeared in the media with 
photos of her dressed as a black woman known 
as “Crazy Eyes” inthe TV show, “Orange is the 
New Black.” 

For the outfit, Hough tanned her skin signifi- 
cantly darker, which was intended to help recreate 
the image of “Crazy Eyes.” 

Outrage poured across social media in response 
to Hough’s outfit, but some people were left in the 
wondering what the issue was. Hough said on her 
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Twitter profile that she was a fan of the character. 
“Tt certainly was never my intention to be disre- 
spectful or demeaning to anyone in any way,” Hough 
said on her Twitter account. “I realize my costume 

hurt and offended people and I truly apologize.” 

Despite its controversial history, many people 
forget the racial undertones of blackface and its use in 
perpetuating negative stereo- 
types of African Americans, 
which still exist today. 

In order to avoid many 
uncomfortable conversa- 
tions while celebrating the spirit of Halloween 
with loved ones, costume-wearers should keep in 
mind that blackface is never acceptable. 

The blackface act began in the early 1830s 
when stereotypical African-American behaviors 
were often exaggerated. 

The actors were primarily white at first, includ- 
ing Thomas D. Rice, who went on to create the 
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character “Daddy Jim Crow.” 
The white actors would use burnt cork, grease- 
paint or shoe polish to create the blackface caricature. 
By the 1840s, African Americans began to perform 
in these shows, but audiences still asked that they use 
blackface, regardless of the color of their skin. 
Blackface was used by the African-American 
community to break into 
show business, while 


NICOLAS RODRIGUEZ subtly critiquing the racist 


attitudes of white audiences 
and maintaining the facade 
of exaggerated stereotypes. 

Blackface began to fall out of favor in public 
opinion during the civil rights era and quickly 
became taboo. 

In spite of the controversial origins of the act, 
blackface is still used today, albeit in a satirized 
fashion, such as in Robert Downey Jr.’s perfor- 
mance in “Tropic Thunder.” 
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Blackface also continues to surface in the media. 

A pair of Florida men, for instance, recently 
dressed up as George Zimmerman and a black- 
faced caricature of Trayvon Martin, which 
incensed many people online. 

What many don’t realize when they dress up as car- 
icatures of other races is the idea of false equivalence. 

Racism is inherently a power imbalance, in 
which the persecutor decides the norms and ste- 
reotypes of the oppressed. The first performers of 
blackface acts used these stereotypes to trivialize 
and normalize life in slavery. 

Altering the color of one’s skin for costume 
purposes sets things back to the way they were 
before, rather than move them forward. 

And no, just because you have a black friend 
does not make it okay.

The origins of Thabkesiving were beat into our ‘skulls duties 
the first half of our primary school years. Yet, somehow we knew 
nothing of Halloween. There isn’t a doubt that Hollywood, Willy 


Wonka and the film industry have capitalized on the holiday, but 


where did the tradition actually originate? 

According to American Folklorist Jack Santino, Nov. | corre- 
sponds with the beginning of winter and the start of a new year in 
the Celtic culture. 

“The date marked both an ending and a beginning of an eter- 
nal cycle,’ Santino wrote, in reference to the Celts’ pastoralist 
subsistence practice in which they secured their livestock as well 
as harvested and stored their crops for the cold months ahead. 
The imagery of the autumn harvest is a tradition still reflected in 
pumpkin carving and apple-bobbing. 

On the eve of Nov. 1, the eve that we now recognize as Halloween, 
the people celebrated a festival called Samhain (Sah-ween), which 
simply means “Summer’s End.” The Celts believed that on this eve, 
spirits of those who had deceased during the past year year traveled 
from the ground to the otherworld, allowing the living and the dead 
to mingle for the night. In celebration, the Celtic people gathered to 
sacrifice animals and light fires to guide the spirits on their journey 
and keep them away from the living, according to Santino. 

The transformation into what is now know as Halloween, al- 
though still under dispute, is said to have begun with Christian 
missionaries’ attempts to discredit the pagan holiday and its devil- 
ish associations with the spirit world. 

According to American Folklore: An Encyclopedia, in 601 
A.D., Pope Gregory | issued an edict in attempt to convert na- 
tive peoples’ beliefs. In his Letter to Abbot Mellitus, Pope Gregory 


said that in order to deal with pagan culture and its symbols, such as 

the Samhain festival, missionaries should not destroy the worshipped idols 

but rather, “purify them with holy water,” consecrating them instead to Jesus 
Christ and allowing the pagans to continue worship. 

“The spirits associated with Samhain, once thought to be wild and power- 

ful, were now taught to be something worse — they were evil,” according to 
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All Souls’ Day. These days were originally designated to rep lace | 


Samhain and its sacrilegious spirituality. According to San- 


_ tino, many Celts abandoned some traditional pagan beliefs for 


the beliefs pressed upon them by the missionaries, although __ 
fascination for life after death never seemed to die out. 

“Powerful symbolism of the traveling dead was too 
strong, and perhaps too basic to the human psyche, to be 
satisfied with the ... more abstract Catholic feast honoring 
saints,” Santino said. 

All Saints’ Day adopted the name “All Hallows,” mean- 
ing “holy.” The night before was All Hallows Eve, the time 
for human and supernatural activity. Those who held onto an 
inkling of the original tradition held that souls of the dead 
were unleashed, appeased by gifts of food and drink left out- 
side by villagers, according to Santino. 

The American Folklore: An Encyclopedia said that in 
spirit of the Christian-fabricated tale of the free-roaming 
and malicious entities, people during the Celtic period prac- 
ticed “mumming.” Mumming was when people dressed up 
like ghastly creatures and performed antics for homeowners 
in exchange for the food and drink they eh out for the de- 
mons and souls of the dead. 

According to Santino, the name “All Hallows Eve” se- 
mantically shifted to Hallow evening, and the phrase was 
blended into the Celtic “Hallow’en.” 

According to History.com, when North America was flood- 
ed with Irish and English immigrants, Halloween pervaded the 
traditions of the colonies, restricted in the more pious areas and 
celebrated freely in the more liberal southern colonies. 

However, the origin of trick-or-treating is still disputed. Ac- 
cording to BBC, “mischief night,” an evening of pranks closely 
following Halloween, now mainly celebrated in Northern England, 
traveled overseas to the states during British colonization. Modern 


trick-or-treating reflects a combination of the classic mischief and the Celtic 


“mumming.” 


While over-consumption of confections and pricey attire are the main as- 
sociations with Halloween, this influx of different traditions is mixed into 
what we now know. and love as the Americanized Halloween: —_--

The Rainbow Wahine (16-4, 5-3 Big 
West) had a rough weekend, though, 
as they lost to UC Davis and Cal State 
Northridge and dropped nine places in 
Ratings Percentage Index (RPI) from 
No. 6 to No. 15. 

They are led offensively with kills 
by Hartong, Nikki Taylor (173) and 
Tai Manu-Olevao (161). Ali Longo 
leads Hawaii and the Big West with 
296 digs. 

During the first match against Ha- 
waii, the 49ers hit a .079 with three of 
their offensive leaders hitting under
